THE YANKS HAVE LANDED 


It is with a curious mixture of elation and anxiety 


that one reads the news that American troops have al- 
ready landed in Northern Ireland. 


We knew we were in the war, of course, when 


Pearl Harbor was attacked, when the Marines were 
making their stand at Wake Island, when Mac Arthur's 
Magnificents began their last-ditch defense of the Bataan 
Peninsula. An army in Europe, however, brings it all 
home with redoubled force. To the winning of the war 
in all areas and in every phase, we are committed. 


There will, of course, be criticism of the sending of 


troops to Ireland while MacArthur needs them as badly 
in the Philippines, and the British and Dutch are so 
hard-pressed in the South Pacific. Such criticism is ill- 
founded. We have general assurance that such help as 
it is possible to send, is already on the way to those 
places. 


That is all that can wisely be announced for the 


present, for the sake of the safety of those who go. 
The very secrecy of the movement to Ireland, trying 


' though it may be to those who wait at home, is the best 


assurance that every step was taken to insure the sold- 
'iers' safety. 


No American can greet this news without a spon- 


taneous urge to dig a little deeper, work a little harder, 


/• resolve a little more firmly that these American soldiers 


shall be backed to the hilt with every possible support 
from the home front.

Washington, Jan. 28—Is the new 


price bill, born of four months' 
congressional strife and strain, a 
dead duck before it even lias a 
chance to try its wings and show 
its stuffing? 


Capital advocates of the Bern- 


ard Baruch theory of freezing all 
prices instead of selected prices, 
fear that it is. 
Their reasoning 


is that prices have risen" so much 
faster since Pearl Harbor than 
they did in the preceding eighteen 
months that the only way inflation 
can be prevented now is through 
a much more drastic freezing of 
all prices than is called for by the 
administration's program of freez- 
ing only selected prices. 


Before Pearl Harbor,, wholesale 


prices were advancing at the rate 
of about l'i per cent a month. In 
the first month after Pearl Har- 
bor the rise was 3 per cent and in 
one week it was 1 per cent. In- 
creases on the main items—food, 
furniture 
and 
clothes—average 


about 15 per cent over the past 
year, but all items are up. Whole- 
sale prices on farm products have 
gone up over 35 per cent and on 
food stuffs over 25 per cent. 


The rise in wholesale prices has 


been faster than the rate of rise 
in the cost of living at the retail 
level—-which speaks well for the 
effort which the retail merchants 
have made to hold prices down— 


I but that can't keep up forever in 
' the face of more rapidly advane- 
| ing prices of wholesalers. Sooner, 
i aiul net later, this can only mean 
•that the consumer Is going to be 


i hit harder than ever. 
His reac- 


| tion can be expressed in only one 


i way—a demand for wage increas- 


j es. 
When that comes, there you 


i have the dizzy spiral which leads 
; only upward to inflation.

Of course it's nice to have every- 


j one getting a little more jack re- 


j gardless of whether it comes in as 


i wages or profits on a sale. 
The 


' grief in this particular situation is 


j that higher pay checlcs and bigger 
' sales slips don't produce any more 
munitions—they 
make 
just the 


same 
quantity 
of 
battleships, 


bayonets or buttons cost more 
money which can come only from 
higher taxes and bigger debts. 
There is nothing new in that state- 
ment. 
It is so old now that it 


should be public axiom number 
one. 
But it apparently can't be 


repeated too often to make it 
stick. 


It applies particularly to the 


j present situation because prices 
i now may be advancing faster than 


j they can be controlled under the 


j provisions of the new price aclmin- 
' istration law. 
It may take the 


Price'Administration too long to 
swing into action, it may mean 
that an 
organization 
can't be 


whipped into shape fast enough to 
handle these new spirals of infla- 
tion. 


Up to the time the price bill was 


passed. Price Administrator Leon 
Henderson's organization had is- 
sued only about 75 price sched- 
ules, nearly all covering materials 
going into war production. 
Two- 


thirds of the principal commodi- 
ties of general trade are still un- 
covered. 


Perhaps the Office of Price Ad- 


ministration has felt that it should 
go a little slow in plastering price 
cftiiingi on these walls of rising 
prirps till after the new price bill 
was passed. Unquestionably. Hen- 
derson's ceiling on peanut oil. cot- 
tonseed oil and other fats and oils 
was what roused the ire of the 
farm belt senators who have made 
the going so tough for the new 
price bill in the last month. 


There is a further advantage— 


a, psychological advantage to the 
idea, of freezing all prices as of 
some given date. When this price,

WHAT IS A "FAMILY"? 


"In one household" is a phrase 


which confronts many taxpayers 
when they make out their income 
tax returns. What do the regula- 
tions mean hen they classify as the 
head of the family one who actu- 
ally suports and maintains "in one 
household" 
a certain number of 


dependents for which, he is allowed 
•A personal exemption of 5.1.500 as 
the head of a. family? 


Income tax regulations are not 


narrow in interpreting- this phrase. 
It may mean the taxpayer's per- 
sonal 
residence, 
an 
apartment, 


rooms in a boarding' house, living 
quarters in a. hotel, or such other 
place as she or he may occupy as 
a temporary or permanent resid- 
ence. 


It is not always necessary that 


a taxpayer and his dependents live 
under one roof the entire year in 
order that he be allowed the ex- 
emption given the head of a family. 
If the common home is maintained, 
and the parent is away much of 
the time on business, or a child is 
away at school, or on a visit, that 
is still "one household." and the 
exemption is allowed.
